Jeſns Chrit , do -mamcdiacely go- unto God and Chilt in 
Heav.n, - ard enter into-a very great and large. enjoyment of the 
h: 2veniy- Bleſledneſs, atrer the -5odily deccafe) 1s clear from. many 
expres - Teftimonies of the holy Scripture.. For the deceaſed 
Saints, thoveh-their- Souls and Spirits are alive. with the Lord 
in Heaven, -ard do not fizep, but arc.awvke, and praiſe God 
continusly ; yet they 3re ſaid tos be a leep in ri\pett of their 
Endies,- which are rather fallen a fleep than dead, and are faid 
eo gleep+in- Chriit,. to wit, under bis divine Care and ProteQtion, 
ung! ne <waken- them. for which I ſhall cite thele following 
Scriptures, 1 Kixgs2.

Members , .ſhall attain vo the ReſurreQion of their Eody, ir 
manifeſtly appeareth, that they are to attain unto it at the end of 
the Wo: Id, or at the laſt Trumpet, as above mentioned (yet it 
may well be atlowed, that ſomedid attain to the ReſurreAion of the 
Body immediately after Chriſts ReſurreQion, according to Mar. 27. 
52,53 And the Graves were opened, and many Bodies of Saints which 
ſept, aroſe, and came out of the Graves after h1s Reſurreition, and went 
5-ro the holy City, and appeared unto mary,) And thierefbre the dee 
ceaicd Saiiits, have not generally attained the Reſurreftion of 'the 
Dead, @ touching the RelurreRion of the Body, but do wait for it 
until the ſound of the laſt Trumpet; Nor did any of the Saints 
attain the Reſurrection of the Body before Chriſts Body roſe from 
the dead, becauſe he is expreſly called, The fff begotten free 1:e 
Dad, and Tre firft Fruits that goeth before the Harveſt : And theres 
fo:e nene did attain the Bodily Reſurre&tion before him, neither 
Enor'> nor Elias ;, for though they were taken up, yet it is not 
faid, they had attaired the. Reſurre&ion. of the Body; it only: 
inplieth ſome particular Priviledge, that they did not taſte of 
Death, as "ther men;' and the hke may be ſaid of Moſes, whoſe 
Body was more pove and excellent :han that of other men, and 
therefore Michatl' the Arch- Angel did contend with the Devil about 
tve ['a ly of Moſer, and would nat let him-touch it, as being more 


excellent z and-therefere it is ſaid,. God buried him, and ng man krow*. *

Mareover,. ir is very plain from Scripture, thit the deceaſed 
Saints, . who lived from the deginning of the World, although theig 
Sou's and Spiriss did a'cend unte God' and Chriſt in Reaveo, "yet 
waitcd 10t the 'ReſurreQtion- of the Body, and that more abundant 
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G'ory that ſhould follow thereupon; for it is faid,.. H.b-11.r5, 
Theſe all dyed in Faith, nor having received the Premiſes, b«t bait g 
ſeen tom afar off, andwere perſwaded of them, and tmbraced them, Cc, 
And verf. 39, 40. All theſe having obtaſhed 4 good Report thre:gh Faith, 
received rot the Promiſe, God hating provided ſome bciter things for” 
ws, that they without nw ſhould rot'be made Perfe#.

gome, that Chriſt ſko:ld ſ:jjer and be tne firtt t.ar ſhould vije from me 
drad, Oc. Note theſe words, where it. plainly appearetu, - That 
none o! the Sijnrs deceaſed, before Chiilts Keturreftion, were railed 
from the Dead, although their Seuis and Spitirs did go unte 
God ; - for the. Reſurrection of ths Dead, as a geneial thing, is 
joynced with the great Day of Judgment, when t.c Son of MAN 
fall come in the Uloyy of tus Father, accompanicd with hu haly Angus, 
and. fhall fit nyon the Threne of bu Glory, and be,ore him ſhall be 
gathered all Nations, and he. ſhall ſeperate ther. ane jrem anotixer 41.4 
Shepherd dividerh bus Sheep from 3:ie Goaty,, and firſt appointeth the 
Keward of tve Kingdom, (viz. in the full pollcſlion of it). «no ihe 
Sheep, which 1s the fir Reſurrcltion;, and t..en be paſſcta the Sentencs 
0f Condemnation ro the Everlaiting Fire, or Fite of Ages, »mes the 
Goats on the Left Hand, that w the Reſurrection of the Unyjuſt, 

But if all Men, both gond and bad, receive their final Sentence 
immedately after Death, there is no accalioen far a Day of judgment 
in the end of the World, for that is prevented by what cometh 
to paſs both uo good and bad immediately ater Death, accorcing 


to this abſurd Opinlen. 


But again,- as concerning. tuat Great -Day of Judgment to come, 
wherein both the Righteous and the Wicked ſhall reccive according 
to the Works done in the Bedy, Chriſt doth plainly elſe-whcre 
declare, as Mar. 24.30. But of that Day and Hour knoweth no man, 
no, not the Angelsin Heaven, but my Father only, Ard Mark 13. 32. 
But of that Day and Hour kneweth no man, ne, n0t the Angels in Heas 
wer, renther the Son, but the Father ,, which is to be underſtood of 
Chvilt, the Son, as Man, to whom then it was not known; the which 
Day ard Hour cannot be the time immediately after mens D:ceaſe 
farthorgh after Death there is a Judgment that foiloweth every one, 
according to 7c. g. 27. yet tht 1s not the great and laft [uJgment, 
nor Univerſal, but Particuliy : And of this Laſt Day, Chrilt ſaid, 
Foun 6. 40. And this i: the Will of him that ſent me, that every 0% 
wich jeeth the Son, and beireveth on bum, may have Everla@ing Lije, 
and I wil raiſe lim np at tie Lait D:iy. Note, He doth not fay, I 

wal 


zy Fa? La. 
&11! raiſe him wp in the Body immediavely after Death, but in the 
Latt Day, xo wit, in the End of the World. Aud with 2 reſpet to 
this 14-1.:4 made a good Confeſſion of her Faith, touching the Re» 
ſurr<Ction of the Dead, fayirg, 1 kpew that he ſhall riſe again in the 
ReſurreB1on, at the laſt Day;, the which Chriſt doth not in the leaſt 
contradict, but opencd a turther Myſtery wnto her, to wit, That he 
Ws the Refurrettion & the Life, he that believerh in me, tho? he were dead, 
yer ſhall ke live ;, and wheſoevir liveth and believerh wn me, ſhall never dye ; 
and becauſe he was the Reſurretion, viz. the Author of it, therefore 
he cou:d and would raiſe Lazsrw her Brother from the dead at that 
time; which yet was not the Keſurrce&ion in the laſt Day ; for he was 
but raiſed at that time a mortal wian, todyeagain. And whereas 
he ſaid, Hew'o beliecerh in me ſhall never dye, containeth a great 
and molt comfortavle Myſtery, to wit, That neither the Souls nor 
the Lodies of true Believers {triftly dye; their Souls ſleep not, but 
are awake; ard their Bodies, thengh they ſleep, dye not ; their 
fleepis rot the ſleep of Death, ſtrialy taken: And therefore Chriſt 
P1oy.d apaiinſt the Saddyces the ReſurreCtion of the dead, fiom the 
Words ot God to Me/es, I um the Ged of Abraham, Ifaac and Jacoby 
4::4 God 1: not 19e God of the Dead, but the Ged of the Living ; and 
therefore nothi-g of Abraham was {tritly dead or periſhed, neither 
his Son), nor yet his true Body ; for even his Body did but ſleep, as 
whe the Fod, of a man fleepeth that is not dead; for the Bodics 
&rly.of luch dye (in the worſt ſence of the word Death) whodyein 
final Uinbcliet and Imperitency, os whom Diath feeds, and wioſe 
In;;uities are pon their Bones, and whole Bodies are Called, the Care 
kaſſe: 0, i':em that bave Tranſereſſed a7ainft the Lord, whoſe Worm dycth 
r0:, and their Fire goeth nor 0:1, &c. fee for this P/al. 49-14.

And Laſtly, That theres yet a R-lurreCtion of the dead tocome, 
cf ail ſuch generally whp have dycd in tho Faith, is clear from 
Rev. 20 4,5, 6. Aid they lived and reigned wits Chriſt a Thosſand 
Tears; but the reſt of the Dead lived not again until the 1194/and Tears 
were finiſhed , this us the firſt Reſurrettion, bl fſed and-inly u be that 
hath part in the fr ſt Reſurreition. Where note well, thit the Reſurs » 
rej n of the Saints in the Thou:and Years, is called the firſt Re- 
ſurretion, &c. which every true Belicver,. who 15 inwardly rifem 
with Chriſt, as to his Soul and inward Man, is intereſted in, and 
hath a right anto, but is not poſſeſſed of uatil the Retarreftion of 
the Dead; And therefore if any will call th: inward riling of the 
Sonl from the Dzath of fin, the firit Reſurretion, yet it. is aot Doat - 
firſt Reſurre:tion, mentioned Kev, 20, 4, 5. 

M »reover, concerning the Nature and Manner of :the-Reſurre- 
Aien of the Badies of the Saitits, how thit tie Boy is not raiſed 
a mo-:tal corruptible Body of Fleſh and Blood, but unmortal and 
incorruptible,, P44 doth plainly declare ; and it is altogether tafe

Marry nor give in Marriage, : but be as-the Angels of God, Afar. 
22- 30. and the place of their Abode or Habitation liiall be that 
Wew Heavens and Earth, mentioned by 1/aiah, cap. 65- 17. and 
E:7. 66- 22. and 2 Pet. 3. 13. which is not, as ſume weakly imagine, 
this vilible Heavens and Earth that waxeth Old, but thoſe which are 
far more cxcellent, and ſha'l not wax old, Kev.24.r. Bur yet, it 
is clear from Sc14p-cuie, That at the Commng and Appearerce of C:rj 
without vs, in kis glorified Body, which all g20d and ſound Chriſtiane 
joyfuily wait for, even taat He jhall come 11 r2e Clo::ds of Heaven, 
a companied with his Holy and Glor,o « Angel', that all the raiſcd Saints 
ſhall appear with him in their glorificd Bodies, (lignificd by the coming 
down of tie New Jeruſalem jrom Heaven, Kev.21. 2,3.) being made 
Iixe unto his Glortous Body,accerding to Jude 14. And Enoch alto, the
